County jail, is the climax to the Klier-

in Los Angeles on Saturday last. 


Klier is the son of Mr. and Mrs. VV. 


F. Klier, well known residents of 
Dexter street. Recently he has been 
in the employ of the Pacific Electric 
Railway as a conductor. 
On Satur- 


day, following a courtship lasting sev- 
eral mouths, he married Miss Leola 
Irwln, the accomplished and pretty 
daughter of Mrs. N. B. Irwln of West 
Badillo street. Immediately after the 
wedding the young couple boarded 
the Santa Fe for San Diego.

Bank of this city received through the 
Los 
Angeles 
clearing-house, 
two 


checks, amounting to $200, drawn in 
favor of Brock & Fagan, jewelers of 
South Broadway, Los Angeles, bear- 
Ing the signature of J. C. Walters, a 
wealthy orange grower of E. Badillo 
street. 
The 
bank 
questioned 
the 


genuineness of the signature, and 
sent their messenger with the checks 
to Mr. Walters, who at once declared 
them forgeries. 
Suspicion pointed to 


young Klier, who formerly worked for 
Mr. Walters. 
Later in the day four other checks 
came in, three of which were in favor 
of- Mullen & Bluett, ctothters of LOB 
Angeles, of the amounts of $60, $40, 
and $25, respectively, and one from 
the New York Cloak and Suit House, 
also of Los Angeles, for the sum of 
$92.

This edition is the one used by Chris- 
tian Science Readers in their church 
work. 


However, what is the use of carp- 


Ing about the price of the book? It 
only befogs the real issue. The vital 
question is, what does its teachings 
accomplish?

ORDINANCE NO. 56. 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF 


TRUSTEES OF THE CITY OF 
COVINA TO ESTABLISH THE 
GRADE OF CENTER STREET 
FROM FIRST STREET TO HOL- 
LENBECK STREET. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 


Covlna do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That the grade of Cen- 


ter Street from First Street on the 
East to Hollenbeck on the West, in 
accordance with the following eleva- 
tion. 


At the Intersection of First Street 


the grade shall be 102.67 at the North- 
west corner; and 102.04 at the South- 
west corner. 


At the intersection of Second Street 


the grade shall be 98.41 at the North- 
west corner; 98.73 at the Northeast 
corner; 98.18 at the Southeast corner; 
and 97.68 at the Southwest corner. 


At the Intersection of Citrus Avenue 


the grade shall be 91.43 at the North- 
west corner; 91.92 at the Northeast 
corner; 91.67 at the Southeast corner; 
and 91.16 at the Southwest corner. 


At the intersection of Third Street 


the grade shall be 87.46 at the North- 
west corner; 88.02 at the Northeast 
corner; 87.84 at the Southeast corner; 
87.22 at the Southwest corner. 


At the intersection of Fourth Street 


the grade shall be 79.77 at the North 
west corner; 79.96 at the Northeast 
corner; 79.49 at the Southwest corner; 
79.31 
at the Southwest corner. 


At the intersection of Fifth Street 


the grade shall be 73.60 at the North- 
west corner; 73.72 at the Northeast 
corner;73.36 at the Southeast corner; 
73.14 at theSouthwest corner. 


At the intersection of Hollenbeck 


Street the grade shall be 69.42 at the 
Northeast corner; and 69.01 at the 
Southeast corner; and all points be 
tween 
said 
designated points the 


grade shall be established so as to 
conform to a straight line drawn be- 
tween said designated points. 


Elevations refer to the top of the 


curb and are in feet and above the 
official city Datum Plane. 


Section 2. The City Clerk shall 


certify to the adoption of this ordln 
ance and shall cause the same to be 
published once in the Covina Argus, 
a weekly newspaper, published and 
circulated In the said City of Covlna, 
and thereupon and thereafter the 
same shall take effect and be in force. 


The foregoing ordinance was adopt- 


ed at the regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Covina, held 
on the 24th day of August, 1909, by 
the affirmative vote of at least three 
trustees, to-wit:
